At the meeting of the Legislative 
Council yesterday afternéon, the 
Attorney General, moving the 


second rending of “A Bill to sccure- 


an increascd trade between the 
Colony and other’ parts of tho Bri- 
tish Empire,” said: 


. This. Bill and the Resolution ‘xe-. 

lating to a proference on Empire 
brandy which was passed last week 
represent the . contribution the 
Colony has been asked to make to 
the success of the Ottawa Con- 
ference. It is understood that.the 
various Dominion Agrecments con- 
cluded at that. Conference contain 
clauses excluding frou preferences 
Colonies which (not being preclud- 
ed by International Conventions) 
eithor accord no preferences, oF 
accord to some othor-part of the 
Empire preferences not gecorded to 
the contracting -DomfiYn.° 


The Colonin} Sccrotary seconded, 
and the Bill passed through its 
final stages. . 


Other Bills which passed their 
final stages were “A Bill to amend 
the Supreme Court (Admiralty 
Procedure) Ordinance, 1896" and 
“A Bill to amend Marriage Ordin-

Bill to consolidate and amend the 
law relating to Companies”, tho 
Attorney General said: 


Sir,—-I rise eto*move the first 
rending of a Bill to consolidate and 
amend the law relating to Com- 
panies which has been prepared’ 
with a view to bringing the Com- 
pany law of the Colony into line 
with that prevailing in-England. . 


This is in accordance with prece- 
dent. There have been three great 
consolidations of the Company law 
in England in 1862, 1908 and 1929. 
Tho Acts of 1862 and 1908 .were 
followed In 1865 and 1911 by Hong- 
kong Ordinances which-correspond- 
ed generally with their provisions. 
As acting Attorney General nearly 
twenty-one yeara ago it fell to me 
to move the Third Reading of tne 
latter Ordinance. The Act of 1929 
repealed the Act of 1908 and the 
Acts amending it particularly the 
Act of 1928, and re-enacted their 
net result though not exactly in 
the same language or according to 
the same arrangement. . The object 
of the Act of 1929 us stated in 
Lord Hailsham’s edition. of Hals- 
bury was to present the-whole body 
of the aubject in a complete form. 
This Bill has a similar‘object. It 
follows the-Act very closely; but, 
as stated in the Memorandum of 
Objects and Reasons on page 187 
it has been necessary to incorporate 
apecial local provisions taken from 
the existing Ordinances, 


The introduction of this Ordin- 
ance will necessitate considerable 
study by auditors and company sec- 
retaries and directors.’ But, speak- 
ing generally, any one of such per- 


sons. who is provided with a. text |- 


book on the Act of 1929 should have 
little difficulty in ascertaining his 
duties under this Ordinance which, 
under section 867 on page 140 of 
the print, will not come Into force 
until the lat July next year. I now 
move the first reading. 

The Colonial Secretary seconded, 
and tho motion was carried.

THE XIXTH ARMY IN 
FUKIEN: 1 


The news that Communist forces 
.fare again advancing in north-west 
Fukien serves to illustrate the fact 
that the Red influence still  do- 
.jminates large parts of this pro- 
‘Ivince, authough the 19th Route 
Army -has been successful in win- 
ning buck some areas. Although 
it is a coastal province, .Fukien has 
for some years been a backwater of 
Chinese politics. The Central 
Government has left it nominally 
in the hands of the ‘Navy, an 
anomalous arrangement, but in 
point of fact the rule of. tho 
‘} Navy has not extended much be- 
yond tha two ports of Foochow and 
Amoy. Inland the province has 
been divided between a number of 
military leaders, each-of whom has 
carved out’ plece for himself, held 
It against bandits and neighbours, 
and governed autoeratically. The 
Three Principles have been given 
a lip-service, but beyond that have 
exercised little influence on tho 
rulers. 

Presumably this state of appairs 
has been duc to the fact that the 
province has not been on the high- 
way of the Nationalist armics, and 
it was more urgent for them to 
consolidate their. position along the 
interior lino from -Canton to tho 
Yangtsze, and down that river, 
When Chiang Kai-shck's armies 
moved north from Canton in 1925-7, 


General Chen Kuo-fui, who ad- 
vaneed from Chuanchow to Tung- 
on and held the enemy, made a 


[much better showing. He could do 


they made certain first of their. 


own province, securing the country 
along the East River and tho 
Chaochowfu-Swatow area, as well 
a8 moving in the more direct line 
up the North River: but when onco 
their hold of that province was 
sccure, they went through Klangsi 
on to Hankow, ond down from 
there, loaving behind them ao trail 
of Communism which is now so 
vigorous that it threatens tho 
State, although the parent body 
whon it reached Hankow disowned 
Communism and “purged” tho 
Party. In tho whole of that move- 
ment Fukion was largely loft asido, 


no more, however, than protect his 
own area, For these, and probably 
other: reasons, the 19th Army, 
fresh from its long stand against 
the Japanese at Shanghai, was 
drafted into Fukien. It. had ‘be- 
come of the first importance to rid 
the province -of the peril to the 
Government which the Red ad- 
vanco preserited. It had also be- 
comer important that if, as-at that 
time was widely fenred, and as is 
still a possibility, the Japanese ex- 
tended operations, the province 
which figured so prominently in the 


Twenty-one Demands, -owing to 


its proximity to Formosa, should 
be held firmly, and as a unit; for the 
Central Government. The 19th 
Army were no longer needed: in 
Shanghaf. It had indeed been per- 
sistently rumoured that they were 
never in favour with Nanking, be- 
ing adherents of the Canton faction, 
though they were nationalist in 
fecling in the same way that Wang 
Ching-wel was nationalist. They 
were moved to what mixht be the 
next point of attack in China Pro- 
per. The immediate task of the 
Army on arrival in the province 
was to move ugainst the Com- 


munists, This, they gradually did, ° 


the main body falling back before 
them voluntarily from both Chang- 
chow and Changpu. More recently 
the army has advanced into what 
for some time has been a | Com- 
munist preserve; the city of Liung- 
ngam and the surrounding country. 
They have still, however, if they 
ure to clear the province . of the 
Reds, to take and occupy Tingchow, 
Shanghang. .and . Yungtin, with 
other district cities on the Kiangsi 
border, This may prove more 
formidable a task, for the people 
are by now imbued with Com- 
munist ideas, and the organised 
forces of the Reds in Kiongsi may 
make more effort to hold what has 
been specifically thoir territory, 
although they have not held it con- 


stantly. 


At the samo time that tho Army 
has mado its gradual advance into 
the Communist country, it has had 
the further problem of dealing with 
the local military leaders though- 
out the province. This was not 
such a clear issue, The leaders 
have had at least tho tacit recogni- 
tion of Nanking, the Government 
being only too glad to recolve a 
nominal adhesion from them. Some 
like Chang Chin, received definite 
mundates from the Central Govern-

Wynne-Jones at the Central Magis- 
tracy yesterday afternoon of three 
Chinese, officials of the Kwong Yeo 
Tong Masons Guild, who wero 
alleged to have used — coercive 
methods in inducing five workmen 
to join their organization. 

A conviction was recorded, and 
each of the three mon charged was 
ordered to pay a fine of $100. 

. The case was marked by much 

“|[legal discussion on the constructive 
and progressive meaning . of the 
“threat” contained in the charge; 
counsel for the defence, (Mr. 
Hin-shing Lo) holding that if it 
was n threat ot all, it did not entail 
violence, and, therefore, did not 
amount to a criminal act. 


Gulld Investigators. 


In this cnse tho threo men, 
occupying the position of “gulld 
investigators”, pleaded that they 
Were sent: out to sce that certain 
regulations governing the organiza- 
tion, and which had received: -tho 
blessing of the Secretariat of Chi- 
nese Affalrs, were complied with 
by membors. They were held to 
have gone beyond thelr functions 
and infringed the law, when find- 
ng five workmen on a Conduit 
Road building site who were not 
members of their Guild, they took 
their trowels from them. 

“Ifa man faced with a civil 
sult,” argued Mr. Lo, quoting a 
legal precedont, “threatens to burn 
his adversary's houso unless he 
withdraws his sult, that is criminat 
intimidation. But in the present 
case, he mercly takes the other 
man’s trowel, but he has not taken 
away his livelihood. The mason, 
it is true, hns had to suspend work 
for some little time, certainly not 
More than a quarter of an hour, but 
he is not deprived of his wages for 
that period. He has not lost any- 
thing,” : 

‘Charge Caps Offence. 


His Worship referred to the 
wording of the charge, which was 
that Leung Ngau, Lo Ting and 
Tsung Sam “unlawfully — did 
threaten Wong Sing, Wan So, Wan 
Ngan, Ng Yce and Suen Sum with 
an iNegal act, to wit, to deprive the 
yaid persons of their Ivelihood as 
masons if they falled to do an-act 
Which they were not legally bound 
to do, to wit, to become members of 
the Kwong Yee Tong Guild... .”, 
and held that every word of that 
charge was proved. He was satis- 
fied that the accused unlawfully 
did threaten the masons, by taking 
away their tools and making thelr 
intention clear that they would 
return them only if.and when they 


Joined their guild. 


The penalty section of the 
Ordinance ext came under the at- 
tention of the Court, and his Wor- 
ship snid that — the summary 
maximim feralty of six months 
and a $hU6 fire was to be ecoumpared 
with the sentence of five years if 
‘the accused were sent” to the 
Higher Court on an indietment.

Company Law. 


Moving the firat reading of “A 
Bill to consolidate and amend the 
law relating to Companies”, tne 
Altorney General said: 


Sir,—I rise to move the first 
reading of .2 Bill to consolidate and 
amend the law relating to Com- 
panics which has been prepared 
with a view to bringing the Com- 
Pany flaw of.the Colony into line 
with'that prevailing in England, 


This iw in accordance with prece-. 


dent. ‘There have been three great 
consolidations of the Company law 
in England in 1862, 1908 and 1929. 
The Acts of 1862 and 1908 were 
followed in 1866 and 1911 by Hong- 
kong Ordinances which correspond- 
ed gencrally with their provisions, 
As‘acting Attorney. General nearly 
twenty-one years ago it fell to me 
to move, the Third Reading of tne 
latter Ordinance. The Act of 1929 
repealed the Act of 1908 and the 
Acts amending it particularly the 
Act of 1928, and re-enacted their 
net result though not, exactly im 
the same language or according to 
the sume arrangement, The object 
of the Act of 1929 us stated in 
Lord Hailsham’s edition of Hals- 
bury was to present the whole body 
of the subject in a complete form. 
This Lill has a similar ebject. It 
follows the Act very closely; but, 
as stated in the Memorandum of 
Objects ‘and Reasons on page 187 
it has been necessary to incorporate 
special local provisions taken from 
the existing Ordinances, 


The introduction of this Ordin- 
ance will necessitate considerable 
study by auditors and company see- 
retarica and directors. But, speak- 
ing generally, any’ one of such per- 
sons who is provided with a text 
book on the Act of 1929 should have 
little difficulty in ‘ascertaining his 
duties under this Ordinance which, 
under section 357 on page 140 of 
the print, will not come into force 
until the Ist July next year. I now

FUKIEN: 1 


—— 


The news that Communist forees 
are ugain advancing in north-west 
Fukicn serves to illustrate the fact 
that the Red influence still do- 
minates large parts of this pr9- 
vince, authough the 19th ~ Route 
Army has been successful in win- 
ning back some areas. Although 
it Is a constal proyince, Fukien has 
for some years been a backwater of 
Chinese politics, Tho Central 
Government has left it nominally 
in the hands - of the Navy, an 
anomalous: arrangement, but in 
point of fact the rulo of the 
Navy has not extended much be- 
yond the two ports of Foochow and 
Amoy. Inland the province has 
been divided between a number of 
military leaders, each of whom has 
carved out a piece for himself, held 
it against bandits and neighbours, 
and foverned autocratically. . The 
Threo Principles have been given 
a lip-service, but beyond that have 
exercised little influence on the 
rulers. 

Presumably this state of appatrs 
has been duc to the fact that . the 
province has not been on the high- 
way of the Nationalist armies, and 
it was more urgent for them to 
consolidate their position along the 
interior linc from Canton - to the 
Yangtsze, and down that river. 
When Chiang Kai-shek’s, armies 
moved north from Canton in 1925-7, 
they mado certain first of thelr 
own province, sccuring the country 
along the East River .and the 
Chacchowfu-Swatow area, .as well 
og moving in the more direct line 
up the North River: but when onco 
their hold of that province was 


‘[socure, thoy wént through Klangai 


on to Hankow, and down from 
thore, leaving behind them a trail 
of Communism which fa now so 
vigorous that it threatens the 
State, although the parent body 
when it reached Hankow disowned 
Communism and, “purged” the 
Party.

SERIOUS OFFENCE 


A. “nolicitor's instructions” were

- NARROWLY MISSED. 


The case for the Tramway Com- 
pany wan that Kung Poon was 
found meandering along — the-| 
tracks, coming down the incline 
hetween Barker and May Roads.

TOOK NO NOTICE. 


On his appearance, Mr. Marton 
said that when the 1.50 p.m,_train 
was procecdiny down the Peak and 
Was about 100 yards below Barker 
Road Station, the, brakesman. saw 
& man walking down the line. 
About 300 or 400 yards below, the 
ne takes a curve to the left, As 
soon as the brakesman saw the 
trespasser, he rang hig ‘bell; one 
which rang loudly, and kept on 
ringing it until he was within 
about ten yards of the man, ; 
‘He must have heard ft, but took 
not the slightest notice nnd con- 
tinued walking-down the line. By 
this time, the tram was almost 
round the curve, The brakesmian 
realised, that he must ran over 
the man unless the, emergency 
brake was applied. He rang the 
danger bell and the car waa im- 
mediately brought to a atandstill. 

Then, for the first time, the man 
looked round) aid sinw Lhe tram, He 
ran on, jumped on a stone platform 
beside the line and after remaining 
there for a few acconds, jumped 
into the bushes below.

Some three hours Inter, further 
information was received and 
another visit mude to the ship. 
On being admitted. to the paint 
shop, the officers were confronted 
with a number of tins which 
gave the appearance of containing 
Paint but on closer inspection no 
Jess than 736 tacls of raw opium 
were found in small packets in- 
side some of the tins, the majority 
of which were fastened down. 


The storokeeper who'had pro- 
duced the key to the officers was

(before Mr. Schofield with being in 
possession of. 736 taecla, while the 
two quartermasters were alsa 
brought before the Court on? a

In the capital, recent 
innovations have been the intro- 
duction of police to direct the 
growing number of motor vehicles. 

Motor roads are boing mnde in 
many dircctions, the biggest 
scheme boing the Inying down of 
an asphalt motor road in the 
busiest business. quarter, Sand 
Strect. This, when it is com- 
pleted, will be the widest * and 
best street in the. city. There is 
also to be a new motor road yo- 
ing out where the North Gate 
now stands. This ja to be de- 
molished shortly, and rumour 
nays that the city wall, which 
was. of such great value to the 
defenders during the sicge . two 
years ago, is to be broken down 
and a motor road made. 


CEMENT WORKS. 

Other projects which ‘are more 
or less certrinties are the moving 
of the aerodrome and _ aviation 
schoo) to Lauchow.

This 
would save the perpetual fear of 
drought and dependance on the 
summer rains. This has already 
been begun by an enterprising 
hsfen official at Ning Ming, but it 
might well be extended.

Guild Investigators. 


In this case the threo men, 
occupying the position of “guild 
investigators”, plended that they 
were sent out to sco that certain 
regulations governing the organiza- 
tion, and-which had received the 
blessing of the Secretariat of Chi- 
nese Affairs, were complied ‘with 
by members. They were held to 
have gone beyond their functions 
and {nfringed tho Jaw, when fina- 
ing five workmen on a Conduit 
Road building site who were not 
members of thelr Guild, they took 
their trowels from them. 

‘If aman faced with a cjvil 
sult,” argued Mr. Lo, quoting 4 
legal precedent, “threatens to burn 
his adversary’s house tiniess he 
withdraws his suit, that is criminal 
intimidation. But-in the present 
case, he merely takes the other 
man’s trowel, but he has not taken 
away his livelihood. The mason, 
it is true, has had to suspend work 
for some little time, certainly not 
more than a quarter of an hour, but 
he is not deprived of his wages for 
that period. He has not lost ‘any- 
thing.” : : 

Charge Caps Offence. 


His Worship referred to the 
wording of the charge, which was 
that Leung Ngan, Lo Ting and 
Tsang Sam “unlawfully — did 
threaten Wong Sing, Wan So, Wan 
Ngan, Ny Yee and Suen Sam with 
an illegal act, to wit, to deprive the 
said pefsons of thelr livelihood as 
muasons if they fuiled to do an act 
which they were not‘legatly bound 
to do, to wit, to become members of 
the Kwong Yee Tong Guild....", 
and held that every word of that 
charge was proved. + He was satis- 
fied that the aceused unlawfully 
did threaten the masons, by taking 
away their tools and making their 
intention clear that they would 
return them only if and when they 
joined their guild. 


The penalty section of the 
Ordinance text came under the at-
